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4 PREFACE. 

** There is at least one day in each month when the flag is waving above 
the school-house ; and the children are always told the reason. Usually 
it is the anniversary of the birth of some one of our poets or statesmen, 
of whose lives the children have learned something. On these * flag- 
days ' I draw our flag, ia colors, in the square marked for that 
day on our calendar. Upon the birthday of any one of the children, he 
chooses some flower which he loves, and it is drawn in the birthday 
square. The pansy, Illy, or rosebud of his choice is a delight to him 
a'l the remainder of the month. 

"Our calendar serves for our 'weather report.' At the close of 
each day we draw a cross through the date. If the day has been bright 
and sunny, the cross is drawn with yellow chalk; if cloudy, we use 
white. When it has been raining or snowing, the square is filled with 
tiny, white dots, which the children call either snowflakes or raindrops. 
If the wind has been blowing hard, the cross is made with zigzag lines." 

All the subjects used In these lessons can be drawn and cut as well 
as read about, and should be used till they have become a part of the 
vocabulary of every child. By them also the child can be drilled in the 
correct use of this — thaty here — there, see — saw, have — had j is — was^ 
those — these, etc. ; every repetition of the noun before his eyes strength- 
ening his memory and familiarizing its form to him. Before the book is 
abandoned, the lists of words should be taught, either by letter, or 
by the phonic method if preferred.
